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FINDS MCLINTOCK 


DIED OF TYPHOID 


Chicago, January 2.—Chemists and 
physicians who examined the exhumed 
body of Williem Nelson McClintock, 
“«l-year-old “millionaire orphan” who 
died a month ago, have decided that 
the young man’s death was due te 
typhoid fever, complicated by a sec- 
ondary internal intestinal hemorrhage, 
Coroner Oscar Wolff announced to- 
day after their reports had been sub- 
mitted to him. 

William D. Shepherd, who with his 
wife, the boy’s guardian, reared Me- 
Clintock and inherited his fortune, 
accepted the findings as a complete 
vindication of any suspicions the au- 


‘thorities have attached to him, and 


in a statement indicated he expected 
to bring legai action against those 
he believes responsible for the inves- 
tigation. 

The inquest into the death, which 
was to have been resumed today after 
the report of chemists and physicians, 
was continued until next Tuesday. 
Meanwhile, assistant state’s attcrneys 
who have been investigating circum- 
stances connected with the death ex- 
amined several new witnesses regard- 
ing Shepherd’s visits to a research lab- 
cratory four vears ago. 

Nothing’ Abnormal Found. 

The coroner’s report of the autopsy 
findings consisted chiefly of the syn- 
opsis of the report of the chemists 
und physicians and said that ‘there 
was nothing abnormal found.” He 
did not discuss the secondary hemur- 
rhage or conditions which might have 
caused it. 

Mr. Shepherd’s statement said that 
the findings were no surprise to him 
but that he was gratified that the re- 
port had been made public. . He ex- 
pressed his thanks to the anthorities 
making the investigation but he ex- 
pressed the vpinion that they had 
been imposed on. 

Discussing the part in the investi- 
gation of Judge Harry Olson, chief 
Justice of the municipal court. friend 
of the McClirtock family and the man 
who asked that the investigation 
launched, Mr. Shepherd’s statement 
Said: 

Demands Explanation of Olson. 

“I know that in the minds of all 
thinking people, I have been vindi- 
cated, yet in my own )mind there is 
still one big question. Why was it 
No one but Judge Olson can 
explain this. 

“Our boy’s grave has been desecrat- 
ed, my wife's health seriously affected, 
and my good name besmirched by the 
repetition of vile insinuations and in- 
nuendos. 

“Judge Olson: owes not only to me, 
but to himself and the public, an ex- 
planation of his attitude in this mat- 
ter.’ 

Judge Olson, after reading the state- 
ment, said that if Mr. Shepherd would 
inake his request over his signature 
and that of his wife, waiving action 
for libel, he would consider telling. 

Ile said the rights of Miss Isabelle 
Pope, young McClintock's fiancee, who 
was left an annuity of $8,000 under 
the will, and of other possible heirs, 
would have to be considered in making 
public the source of his information. 

Shepherd Short in Comment. 

This reply was laid before Mr. Shep- 
herd as he was about to leave his law 
office. 

“That’s just what I expected,” he 
remarked, and walked out without an- 
other word. He earlier in the day 
said he considered his statement end- 
ed the personal angle of the matter 
and that the legal rights already were 
in the hanas of his attceney. 

Two of the witnesses questioned by 
assistant state’s attorneys today were 
formerly connected with the Illinois 
research laboratory where Shepherd 
was reported to have expressed an in- 
terest in bacteria cultures. One said 
he had seen him in an anteroom, but 
not in the laboratory. The other said 
he had never seen Shepherd at the 
Inboratory,. but understood he came 
there.

house or who brings it into the state 
lrimself. 

“In Florida the man who wishes to 
purchase a_ pistol first must show 
sufficient cause to the proner govern- 
ment official and secure a_ permit. 
He then goes to the store to buy his 
gun and after he has selected one, 
takes a full description of that par- 
ticular weapon, including its number, 
back to the license office. There he 
is given a license to carry that par- 
ticular gun, but it is not good for 
any other and the penalty for carry- 
ing the wrong gun on a Florid& li- 
cense is severe. Such a law pre- 
vents the criminal element from buy- 
ing guns by mail and at the same 
time authorizes a man who ought to 
be allowed to carry firearms, to do 
so.” 

Clein Indorses Movement. 

B. Clein, proprietor of Clein’s 
M. & H. Co. at 92 Decatur street, 
heartily indorsed The Constitution’s 
campaign against the use and sale ut 
‘istols and said that he would do 
his bit in the interest of the fight 
by not renewing his license for the 
sale of pistols this year. 

“We stopped handling pistols sev- 
eral years ago,” declared FE. Hirsch, 
rroprietor of the Piedmont Loan as- 
sociation, at 44 Decatur street.

FRANCE OFFERS >

war loans owed the United States. 

Something of keen interest mani- 
fested in the French minister's plan 
was reflected in the prompt dispatch 
of cables to Ambassador Herrick re- 
questing him to forward without {le- 
lay the full text of the proposition. 
It was regarded as certain fqmorrow § 
dispatches would bring all the infor- 
mation desired and give officials here 
for the first time since the war a 
concrete proposal from France for 
payment of the debts. 

Seeks 90-Year Payment Term. 

With full possession of the facts 
Secretary Hughes will transmit them 
to Secretary Mellon, chairman of the 
American debt funding commissicn, 
which alone has the power to decide 
whether the plan will: be acceptable 
to this country. 

Although denyine the receipt of de- 
taily of the French proposal, treasury 
officials nevertheless drew certain con- 
clusions respecting the method by 
which France hoped ‘to arrange a 
funding settlement. 

Most officials placed credence in the 
report that France would seek a 90- 
year period for liquidating its obliga- 
tion and that an amortization rate 
of one-half of one per cent would be 
proposed as the method of cutting 
down the debt in annual installments. 
It was calculated that on the basis of 
the interest rates carried by previously 
arranged funding settlements the one- 
half of one per cent amortization rate 
would wipe out the debt in about 80 
years, 


Want 10-Year Moratorium. 


Officials accepted reports’ thar 
France would ask a 10-year delay in 
payments as logical. It was explained 
that the treasury computation of 80 
years for paying the debt at one-half 
of one per cent each vear would co- 
incide with the 90-year proposal re- 
ported since the 90 years was supposed 
to include the 10-year period when po 
payments were corten:-plated. 

Reports that France may ask for 
remission of the interest charges over 
the 10-year period and thus make it a 
moratorium in au.., »ere discounted. 
Most offiicals conversant with econdi- 
tions believed that the French were 
too well acquainted with the American 
attitude toward cancellation of the 
debt in whole, or in part to propose 
such an arrangement. 

The debt commission probably will 
be called together to talk over the pro- 
posal as soon as it is turned over io 
the treasury. 

Members of the commission neces- 
sarily have to be guided, it was said, 
by evidence of the attitude in congress 
and it was declared that until such 
evidence is developed the commission 
will be unable to proceed far in con: 
sidering any proposal that goes far 
afield from the basis established in 
the settlement with Great Britain. 


BRITAIN OPTIMISTIC 
ON FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 
London, January 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Not since the World 
war ended, not even when Stanley 
Baldwin negotiated the funding of 
the British debt to the United States, 
has there been more newspaper dis- 
cussion than now over inter-allied 
debts und the financial aftermath of 
the war. The impression seems to 
be general that 1925 will prove to 
ve a year of financial rehabilitation 
and settlement. 
Two factors 
this discussion: 
First, the outspoken article of for- 
mer Ambassador George Harvey in 
the Washington Post on the position 
of France on _ the debt question. 
Second, the rapid recovery in the 
value of the pound sterling and the 
consequent prospect of restoration of 
the gold standard in England. 


Explanation Causes Gains. 


Asseverations in ~ official] quarters 
that Montague Norman and Sir Alan 
Garrett Anderson, of the Bank of 
England, are visiting the United 
States in connection with private af- 
fairs, and that they have no official] 
mission in hand usually are met with 
smiles of incredulity. It is not 
necessarily assumed that their prime 
business is concerned with debt nego- 
tiations between France and the Uni- 
ted States; opinion in finaneial quar- 
ters favors the idea that it is more 
likely they are preparing the ground 
for a restoration of the gold stand- 
ard.

In Critical Stage. 


_ The leading financial organ, the 
Ecoaomist, takes this view. It says 
Mr. Norman’s sudden and secret visit 
to the United States seems to show 
that the exchange situation between 
England and the United States has 
reached a critical stage. ‘The ‘news- 
paper adds that some decision about 
the resumption of the gold standard 
and the removal of the embargo on 
gold exports must be taken by the 
goverument soon, since it would be 
dangerous to leave it until the last 
moment. 

The Economist believes the’ govern- 
ment will decide to give the assur- 
ance that the embargo on gold ex- 

rts will not be renewed when it 

pses at the end of 1125, or that it 
will at least be lifted to such an ex- 
tent as to insure that exchange re 
mains at parity. 

As regards interallied debts, the 
Economist is inclined to the opinion 
that the time is not yet ripe for a 
so.ution of this question. The Econ- 
omist is a liberal organ, and, like 
other liberal newspapers, is disposed 
to take the French or European side 

on between Amer-

Scores U. S. Viewpoint. 

“Europe,” says the Economist, 
‘looks cynically on a rich country like 
the United States treating French and 
Italian indebtedness arising from 8 
struggle for civilization as merely a 
commercial obligation; but at the 
saine time it admits the extreme dif- 
ficulty of inducing the American tax- 
payer to see it in any other light. 

The belief is expressed by the Econ- 
omist that President Coolidge, speak- 
ing with the prestige of his phenom 
enal electoral victory, could bring 
about a great change in America» 
opinion on this subject, but failing 
such a change, it doubts whether con- 
gress would be in a mood to agree 
to any settlement which France 
Italy could carry out without break- 
ing down their exchanges. 

Would Play for Time. 

Finally, the Economist says the 
great thing is to play for time, in or- 
der to give Europe a chance for re- 
covery under the Dawes plan. It 
suggests that the whole question of 
debts should be submitted to another 
expert committee, modeled along the 
lines of the Dawes committee. 

The British press generally displays 
great sympathy with France, but it 
reminds that country that the French 
people are much more lightly taxed 
than the British. while the French 
government has been over-lavish in 
lending more to Poland and other 
countries for military purposes. 

The dispatch to the Morning Post 
from Wasbington, intimating that 
Great Britain has informed the Unit- 
ed States that this country would not 
object to the United Sates being in- 
dulgent with France as regards pay- 
ing France’s debts, is generally regard- 
ed as accurately representing the 
view of the British government on 
the debt questien, although there 1s 
a probability that the suggestion has 
not been conveyed in actual official 
form. 
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CLAIMS CONFERENCE 
DELAYED ONE DAY. 

Paris, January 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The conference of al- 
lied finance ministers, which had been 
ealled for next T'uesday to discuss 
the allotment of German reparation 
payments, has been postponed until 
Wednesday because of delay in getting 
together seme of the experts’ reports. 

It is expected that Winston Church- 
ill, British chancellor of the exchequer, 
will begin conversations with Finance 
Minister Clementel regarding the 
French debt to Great Britain before 
formal conference opens. Dis- 


Churchill wes leaving for Paris Mon- 
day. 

It is pointed out that discussions on 
the subject of debts will be entirely 
separate from the formal conference. 
James A. Logan, Jr., representing the 
United States, has instructions against 
participation in any conference or dig- 
cussion on general debt settlement. 

The agenda calls for the cleaning 
up of back accounts and a. division of 
the Ruhr receipts and other repara- 
tions, including a basis for the distri- 
bution of the Dawes’ plan annuities. 

Fixed allowances tor the expenses 
of the armies of occupation will be 
considered by the conference. 


GERMANY ACCUSED 
OF SECRET ARMY, 

Berlin, January 2.—-General Roye, 
a French member of the interallie4 
military control commission, is sending 
to the ambassadors’ conference a re- 
port alleging that the reichswehr is 
maintaining recruiting offices which 
possess comprehensive lists of a secret 
regular army, according to an article 
published today in the Berliner Zei- 
tung Ammittag. The general als« 
charges that short-time volunteers are 
being trained at the rate of 20,000 
every three montis as irregulars. 

The Berliner Zeitung Ammittag, 
however, gives a general denial to the 
statements attributed to General Roye 
and declares that all reichswehr ac- 
tivities are in accordance with the 
treaty of Versailles.

the old fee system the first and main 
consideration of a candidate was to 
“get elected.” In making up his staff, 
therefore, he was controlled not hy 
the business ability of the employee 
but rather by personal ability to in- 
fluence votes, Mr. Foreman. said. 
When elected. officials naturally were 
anxious to. reward these emplovees in 
accordance with their politieal popn- 
larity. 

“In a conference between a com- 
mittee of the Fulton county commis- 
sion and the committee of grand jury? 
foremen concerning salaries to be 
naid in the office of Solicitor John A. 
Boykin, one of the commissioners— 
in seeking to justify the salaries pro- 
posed by the board—raised the point 
that salaries of political appointees, 
such as these, should be higher than 
compensation for similar work in 
commercial organizations, because em- 
ployees are compelled to join vith the 
heads of departments in a race for 
reelection at the end of each term, 
and were ‘called upon to contribnte 
substantially to campaign funds,” Mr. 
Foreman said. 

“While we felt that it would be 
entirely improper for us to consider 
this point in fixing salaries, we were 
impressed with the unfairness of sub- 
jecting faithful employees of the coun- 
ty. in the various courthouse depart- 
ments. to these expenses. and what is 
more important, to the hazard of los- 
ing their positionae whenever heads 
of departments fail of reelection.” 

Mr. Foreman then declared that 
the special commission of grand jury- 
men was unanimous in the opinion 
“at employees of the county should 
be placed uncer some form of civil 
service, which wonld offer security 
of emaloyment and incentive to the 
faithful performance of their dutier 
without the haunting fear that—de- 
spite their loyal and faithful service, 
end throngh no fault of their own— 
they might lose their positions after 
the next election. 

Vote for Civil Service. 

Following Mr. Foreman’s address, 
Joel Hunter, president of the City 

i meeting, asked 
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that immediate steps should be taken 
to inangurate a civil service system. 

“So tong as we were operating un- 
der the fee system,” r. Foreman 
continued, “and the head of each de- 
partment was required to pay out of 
his fees the salaries of his assistants, 
it was natural that he should select 
his own staff, including all employees, 
and that they should share his po- 
litical fortune, and perhaps contribute 
to his campaign fund. The county 
pays all these employees, and so long 
as they are faithful and efficient in 
their various positions, it is only fair 
that they should be given the same 
treatment that is accorded good work- 
ers in the business world, and allowed 
to retain their positions, subject to 
the general oversight and control of 
the board of county commissioners. 

“If establishing a civil service sys- 
tem would require special legislation 
we hope our members of the Fulton 
county delegation will take it under 
consideration. and we believe tnart tne 
ilea would meet with the hearty ap- 
yreval of the county commissioners. 

“We have no desire to discredit or 
unduly criticise members of the county 
board who have been, elected by the 
people of Fulton county for their 
good records and outstanding qualities 
as citizens and property owners. They 
are taxpayers and are doubtless just 
as anxious 2s we are to do right 
things by all parties concerned. In 
the first place. the commissioners did 
not seek out the job of fixing salaries, 
and in all probability would welcome 
relief. 

Use Different Standard. 

“The trouble is that in fixing sal- 
aries of county officers and employees 
they have used standards of valuation 
that most of us can not approve. 

“You and I, if called on to fix the 
sdlary of a man or woman, would 
first ascertain the nature of the work 
and then how well it was done. ‘There 
ure some jobs that will justify only 
a certain salary, no matter how long 
or how faithfully they may have been 
performed. There are others which 
require a high degree of special train- 
ing, skill or personal aptitude, and 
others demand good judgment, experi- 
ence and carry heavy responsibilities. 
These would seem to constitute the 
basis for fixing compensation. 

“Under corditions which I have 
tried to make clear to you, you can 
understand why a man who, as a city 
salesman, was making around $2,000 a 
year is now receiving $6,000 as an 
assistant in one of the departments. 
As he circulated around town he 
made many acquaintances and friends 
and was in a position to bring consid- 
erable strength to the ticket on which 
he ran. It is a fine thing to be popu- 
lar but it is doubtful if this popularity 
is werth $6,000 a year to the county. 

“That is exactly what the mayor 
receives. It is more than is paid the 
eity comptroller or our superintendent 
of schools. Nv professor at Georgia 
Tech or the university gets any such 
salary, although they must spend years 
and many thousands in preparing for 
their professivnal] duties. 


Political Influence. 

“But, as I have said, the important 
point with a county officer in the 
past was his politi¢al influence. That 
was naturally enough under the old 
system. I dare say you or I would 
have divided liberally with the man 
who could insure us reelection. 

“But things are different now. 
These influential politicians are no 


longer paid by the department heads. 


but out of the county treasury. Are 
we sufficiently interested in the re- 
election of these gentlemen that we 
are willing to pay this price for it?” 

A general discussion of the subject 
of a civil service commission followed 
Mr. Foreman’s address. It was sug- 
gested that steps be taken to create 
a “civil service commission,” to be 
composed of “fair-minded, disinterest- 
ed business men of the county,” to 
fix salaries of county employees upon 
a basis of their business ability. 
Resolutions to that effect then were 
voted. 

More Expensive System. 

In the special presentments hand- 
ed down by the grand jury Friday it 
was charged that the so-called “ex- 
cessive salaries’ fixed for county em- 
ployees by the county commission 
“has made the salary system more ex- 
pensive to the public than the dis- 
credited fee system.” 

The jurors recommended enactment 
of a law whereby the special grand 
jury commission, -appointed to have 
supervision over salaries of the so- 
licitor’s general’s staff, would be 
empowered to take similar  supervi- 
sion over all departments of the 
covnty government. 

Mr. Foreman stated Friday, when 
the matter was called to his atten- 
tion. that “it was the first he had 
heard of.-it,” and was unable to say 
at the time whether or not a meét- 
ing would be called in the near future 
to consider the presentments, which 
follow: | 
Special Presentments. : 

For many successive years grand Juries 
of Fulton county have advocated the abolish- 
ment of the fee aystem, and recommended 
that our county officers and their subordi- 
netes should be paid salaries consistent 
with service rendered. 

When submitted to a vote of the citizens 
of the county this reform was voted by an 
enormous majority at the polls. 

Deswite organized opposition, a bill final- 
ly passed the last -legisiature that abolish- 
ed the fee «ystem in Fulton county after 
December 31, 1924 

The county commissioners were given 
authority to fix salaries of all county of- 
ficers and their subordinates, with the ex- 
ception of the salaries of the solicitor gen- 
eral and his two assistants, which were 
fixed by the law at a very liberal figure. 

This law attempted to. safeguard the 
public interest in a measure, in the matter 
of fixing the salaries of the subordinates 
of this office, as wel! as the appropriation 
of a contingent fund of expamse, by refer- 
ring the county commigsioners’ figures for 
approval, to a commis created by this 
act composed of the foremen of six grand 
juries of the year. 

The provisions of this act are on page 260, 
section 10 of 1924 laws, which read that 
‘neither the contingent fund nor the sal- 
aries of subordinates in this office shall be 
allewed or paid urtil approved by this 
comm ission.”’ 

Widespread Protest. 

This present grand jury has presented 

to it a widespread public protest against 


the action of our county commissioners in | 


salaries to the various county 
officers and their clerieal heip and as- 
sistants. far in excess of salaries usually 
paid by business concerns for like service. 
In many instances the salaries allowed are 
more than formerly received by the same 
persons under the fee system, making the 
salary system in these instances more ex- 
pensive to the public than the discredited 
fee system. 

It is stated that the salaries of depart- 
ment heads, assistants and employees in 
the offices of Fulton county officials were 
increased the amount of $58,567.69 by the 
Fulton county commissioners in fixing sal- 
ary schedules for 1925, and under this 
echedule the county offices as a whole will 
not be self-sustaining. 

The demand of the public to effect a 
business like and economical administration 
of the business affairs of the county has 
been ignored, and is now likely_to fail be- 
cause of the action of the county commis- 
aioners in allowing t6 county officials large 
salaries. far in excess of city, atate and 
government salaries for like service. 

In order that the pnublic’s interest mary 
be protected by an official body, this 
grand jury expresses its disapproval of the 
action of the county commissioners in fix- 
ing of salaries and aj propriations for office 
contingent funds, recently granted for the 
year 1975. 

And it is further resolved, that this pres 
ent grand jury will ccntinue in the effort of 
former grand jurtes, to secure to the public, 
an economical administration, by the pay- 
ment of reasonable salaries to its public 
officials, in keeping with general bus!i- 
ness practices. 

Resolved further that we request the 
grand jury commission created by law, to 
have prepared and preseuted, to the next 
session of the legislature, a bill that shall 
extend the anthoritvy of the commission, to 
include like super.ision over al) the coun- 
ty salaries and c atingent e>pense funds, 
as in the case of the solicitur general's 
office, in accordance with the act of 1924.

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Washington, January — Torna- 
does in the United States during the 
eight years ending with 1923 caused 
the loss of 1,929 lives and the de- 
struction of more than $62,000,000 
worth of property.

More “twisters” were reported in 
Arkansas than any other state, 76 
having occurred there during the 
eight-year period. Those having more 
than 50 were Kansas, Texas, Iowa, 
Missouri and Oklahoma. The total 
number for the whole country was 
752. 

Persons alarmed by reports of a 
slight cooling off of the sun a year 
ago were assured there was no immi- 
nent danger of another ice age, in 
papers, included among the _ scores 
prepared for today’s sessions of the 
association. Dr. A. P. Coleman, of 
the Royal Ontario Museum of To- 
ronto, and Professor .. J. Hum 
phreys, of the United States weather 
bureau, agreed there had been no evi- 
dent advance toward conditions be- 
lieved to be the cause of previous ice 
ages. 

Glacial periods of the past can best 
be accounted for, Professor Hum- 
phreys believed, on the assumption of

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_ CIVIL SERVICE IMPERATIVE. 

At the regular luncheon meeting 
of the Atlanta City club yesterday, 
at which probably 50 leading citi- 
zens were present, Robert L. Fore- 
man, chairman of a committee of 


grand jury foremen appointed to 
confer with the county commission- 
ers relative to the salaries in the 
solicitor general’s office, offered the 


suggestion that a civil service com-| 


mission be created in Fulton coun- 
ty charged with the duty of inaug- 
urating the merit system in the em- 
ployment of all county help, just as 
the system is employed by the fed- 
eral government. in this connec- 
tion Mr. Foreman, without the 
Slightest attack upon the county 
commissioners, who did not seek 
the job of fixing county salaries un- 
der the new law, made the startling 
statement that a member of the 
board, in justifying the salaries 
agreed upon, “raised the point that 
the salaries of political appointees, 
such as these, should be higher than 
the compensation for similar work 
--in commercial organizations for the 
reason that they are compelled to 
join with the heads of departments 
in a race for relection at the end of 
each term, and were called upon to 
contribute substantially to campaiga 
funds.” 

The Constitution, long before the 
salary bill was enacted, advocated a 
civil service system for all public 
Officials and clerical workers who 
are not elected by the people, and 
the suggestion is in line with the 
constructive thought of the nation 
today regarding all employees in 
governmental departments. 

Since the disclosure, made by 
Mr. Foreman, that politics, and 
vote-getting, and campaign contrib- 
uting capacities, form a major con- 
sideration in fixing the pay of pub- 
lic workers — contrary to every 
principle of service to the taxpayers, 
the employers—The Constitution fs 
more convinced than ever that a 
civil service system for Fulton js 
not only wise but imperative, and 
the quicker the better.

BRUCE AND HIS CRITICS. 
Senator Bruce, of Maryland, is a 


democrat who has the combined 


virtues of independence and frank- 
his 


a clear party conscience as 


guides. 

He is in party orthodoxy as reg- 
ular as any democrat who may crit- 
icize him. 

During the first months of the 
68th congress, when leading demo- 
crats in the senate coyed and 
“spooned” with the La Follettes, 
hoping to gain political advantage 
by an alliance as unnatural as un- 
holy, the Marylander—in a hopeless 
minority among his fellows—had 
the courage to denounce such 
tactics. 

He believed that a great deal of 
the work of the smelling committees 
was improper, irregular, and ‘n- 
spired by political designs. He 
backed his expressed opinion with 
his voie. 

In the campaign he stood regular. 
He gave unstinted support to Davis 
and Bryan. In a signed statement, 
released to the press Thursday, an 
published in Friday’s Constitutioa, 
Senator Bruce again very frankly 
stated that the hope of the demo- 
cratic party rests in its. regaining 
of confidence lost through its flirta- 
tions with radicalism: 

“To regain its lost ground, the dem- 
ocratic party must, first of all, win 
back the confidence of both the great 
and small business worlds in the 
United States by completely shunning 


the aggressive designs of the La Fol- 
upon the industry, the 
wealth and above all the judicial in- 
stitutions of the American people; 
that is to say, its effort by confisca- 
tory principles of valuation and arbi- 
trary legislative rate-making to bring 
on government ownership and opera- 
tion of the railroads and to erect on 
them a solid structure of selfish politi- 
cal power; its attemgt to deprive s0- 
ciety of the defensive organs that it 
requires for its self-protection against 
rash or lawless strikes; and its ma‘ 
desire to subject the jurisdiction of 
the supreme court to the caprices and 
passions of congress. 

“Such a program, to say nothing of 
its moral aspects, is a menace at once 
to the personal liberty and the ma- 
terial well-being of every sober-minded, 
well-disposed American citizen, and is | 
caleulated to excite the alarm not 
only. of the capitalist and the pros- 
perous manufacturer, merchant aud 
trader, but of every person, including 
the farmer and the industrial worker, 
however humble, who has ever - set 
aside a dollar, or expects to do 80.” 


There can be no question of the 
soundness of this position, and it is 
unfortunate, in the face of a recor1 
now so easy of interpretation, that 
some of the democratic leaders in 
the senate cannot “profit by ex- 
perience,’ and seek to repair rather 
than extenuate, if not condone, a 
bad situation. 

Just a day or two ago Senator: 
Bruce made a statement, similar to! 
his newspaper release, on the floor, 
of the senate. Immediately another 
democratic senator challenged his 
right to speak as a democrat. 

While the republican senators 
and an amused gallery listened ic, 
with little less than the holiday 
hilarity, the dirty linen, washtub, 
board, suds, and all of the demv- 
cratic party’s laundry utensils, were 
hurled back and forth at the ex- 
pense of valuable time that might 
have been more profitably used at 
something else, and at the expense 
of further party ignominy and ridi- 
cule. 

One of the many troubles of the 
democratic party is that there are 
so many self-appointed “leaders,” 
who assume unto themselves, and 
each for himself, the right to speak 
for the party that it is like a mu- 
tinous crew at sea with the only 
pilot aboard ship chained in the 
brig. 

Senator Bruce does not assume 
to speak as a leader, but because 
he refused to follow the broncho- 
busters of the wild and woolly north- 
west is no good reason why he 
should be taunted with disloyalty.

The academy has a fund for each of 
these activities, the anonymous gift of 
a New York gentleman. In the mu- 
seum work this is not to be used for 
endowments, which it is hoped to bring 
about by local pride and resources, 
but merely to sustain the academy’s 
efforts to stimulate action through 
voluntary committees of public-spirited 


citizens, which it hopes will be organ- | 


ized in response to its friendly over- 
tures, 


This is not an instance of putting | 


the cart before the horse. A museum 
will be a constant stimulus to provide 
it with good art. The idea is that at 
first it should be small, but so de- 
signed as to be capable of enlargement. 
The academy, on its part, out of the 
large experience of its artistic mem- 
bers, will undertake, if desired, to as- 
sist by its counsel, by recommending 
lists of architects or of competent di 
rectors, or, of the first and indispen- 
sable exhibits, such as casts and pho- 


tographs of the greatest works of art, 
and in many other ways related to 
efficiency and taste. It will also aid 
in procuring loan collections of draw- 
ings, paintings, engravings, sculpture, 
'etc., in which work it is promised the 
cooperation of the American Federa- 
tion of Arts at Washington, which 
has already done valuable service in 
procuring and circulating noteworthy 
and interesting exhibitions of the sort. 


| It will be seen that this is a plan 
.to take art to large populations to 
which it is not now easily accessible 
and thus to awaken and spread the 
love of beauty, which is one of the 
mainsprings of happiness and of daily 
inspiration. Ultimately—for the acad 
'emy is looking far into the future— 
| these apparently neglected regions may 
| not only possess an educated taste, bnt 
|may, in their turn, produce artists of 
distinction. The best art of the worl 
has not come from breeding-in-and-in 
in the big cities. A new eye, even if 
at first an untrained one, has often 
given freshness and Originality to 
American art. Comparatively few of 
our best painters, sculptors and archi- 
tects are city-born. ' 


This is a day of large imaginations 
for America. Why may we not some 
time have an Oklahoma School of 
Landscape,- or a Society of Alabama 
Water Colorists, or a Vermont group 
of sculptors? For the present the im- 
portant thing is to sow good seed in 
good soil. The first step in the acad 
emy’s Plan is to send a representative 
to discuss the subject with a local

The French 
Debt. 


The government of the United 
States has sent a sharp reminder to 
France about her debt. ‘This is con- 
sidered a business-like move by some 
observers in this country and no doubt 
by a good many more in Germany. Six 
years have elapsed since the armistice. 
At the time the republic of France had 
a third of her fairest and most pros- 
perous departments lying in ruins, At 
that time a third of her railway 
stock was in German hands. One 
million six hundred thousand chil- 
dren of France lay buried at Verdun, 
at the Chenine des Dames, at the 
Somme and the Marne. The na- 
tional life was in chaos, France was 
staggering from loss of blood and 
hammer blows. But she did not re- 
pudiate her debt, nay not even when 
the allied and associated powers left 
her in the lurch and withdrew with- 
out guaranteeing to France their 


cooperation in case of a renewed at- 
tack from across the Rhine. France 
bore the brunt of the whole war, she 
composed the vanguard of the forces 
which were to save civilization. For 
three years she fought America’s 
battle. The fact that America join- 
ed France’ in the field in 1918 is 
proof of that. We had been told 
that if France had not stood firm 
Germany would have dominated the 
world. Are we not to believe this 
any longer? Was France, perhaps, 
the aggressor? And is she to he 
treated as if she were the aggressor

A dispatch from Riga says Trot- 
sky has been arrested and is held in 
the Kremlin. Other news seeping 
out from the mysterious land of 
soviets is to the effect that Stalin was 
captured by a red division and heid 
until Cheka troops freed him. Zinov- 
ieff, another of Trotsky’s bitterest op- 
ponents, was severely beaten and. 
would have fared worse, if ‘govern- 
ment police had: not eome to his aid. 
The very fact that both the soviet 
papers, Istvestia and Pravda, are 
crammed full‘ of resolutions said to 
have been adopted by soldiers’ and 
workmen’s councils, denouncing Trot- 
sky’s heresy, shows the government’s 
nervousness. The whole eruption had 
its start in one thing—vTrotsky’s de- 
sire to discuss the dominant party's 
policies. ‘That was heresy. He was 
to accept the doctrines, carry out the 
decision and ask no questions. Obe- 
dience was forced upon him last year. 
For a time he was silent, but then he 
started to write his criticisms down 
on paper. That was worse in the 
eyes of the triumvirate of the dicta- 
torship. For the incidents at a party 
discussion, even a row, in which Trot- 
sky took: exception to the opinions of 
his superiors, could always be sup- 
pressed. But with a book it’s dif- 
ferent,.especially if copies of it reach 
the outside world. Trotsky’s desire 
to discuss. and analyze matters is 
the gravest danger bolshevism has had 
since 1917. If that tendency should 
spread the end of its reign is in sight. 
What armies could not accomplish, 
free discussion will in the end.

The centrist party in Germany, 
composed of the Catholic middle 
classes, will not participate in the 
formation of a government if the so- 
cial democrats are invited.

That is true, but only in a crisis of 
ie greatest magnitude and =» such 
crisis has arisen in Germany. There 
is no need for fascism in the father- 
land and it is not likely that the 
Reichswehr wille allowed to stage a 
“coup d'etat” or a “Putsch” to lift the 
junkers back into the saddle. A mere 
threat along this line would weld the 
republican parties into a solid front 
of opposition. But it is a timely 
warning to the people of Germany 
that the monarchists, who control 


the nationalist groups, have not re- 
linquished their hope to upset the Ger- 
man republic. France also will 
watch coming events with grave anx- 
lety, for a nationalist victory would 
mean an end to the policy of co- 
operation and conciliation that has 
marked the relations between Chan- 
cellor Marx and Premier Herriot.

LICENSED MURDERERS. 
(From the Commerce News.) 
The constantly increasing deaths 
produced by the hip pocket pistol 
is one of the most serious problems 
confronting the people of this nation. 
l¢é is passingly strange that such 
Slaughter of human life has so long 
been tolerated. Why is it, that any 
state or nation will place a deadly 
weapon in the hands of her people 
and permit them to shoot out the life 
of human beings? True, there are 
laws against murder and carrying 
pistols concealed, but on the other 
hand the state of Georgia permits 
all who will, to buy a license and 
carry his gun on his person, stipu- 
lating that the gun must not be con- 
cealed. ‘That stipulation is meaning- 
less so far as actualities are con- 
cerned. If every man in Georgia who 
is carrying a pistol concealed could 
be convicted and punished there would 
not be enough jails and court houses 
erected to punish them. The carrying 
of concealed weapons is almost as 
common as concealed pocket knives. 
And what of the results. Look over any 
daily paper and the harvest is seen. 
It would stagger belief if statistics 
were furnished, showing how many 
people are killed in one year in Geor- 
gia alone, by a pistol concealed in the 
hip pocket. Such killings are so 
common that we pay but little at- 
tention to them. Life after life is 
snuffed out, and we read the head- 
lines and pass on, as if nothing but 
a bird or a hog had been killed. These 
lawbreakers meet you on the streets, 
throw one of the deadly guns in your 
face and tell you to throw up your 
hands, Then you can take your 
choice—throw up your hands or have 
a bullet plow through your brain or 
heart. Is it true or not, that every 
Georgian is a party to that crime. 
When we permit the manufacture; 
when we permit the sale of ammuni- 
tion, when we license the lawless ele- 
ment to carry them, how can we es- 
cape being a party to every murder 

that is committed? | 

It may be that, under the constitu- 
tion, the manufacture of firearms can- 
not be prevented, but if so, is there 
any reason why the type of arms can- 
not be stipulated. Not many people 
would go around with a gun 3 feet long 
on his person. Such a stipulation 
would automatically stop the use of 
the hip pocket pistol. In the large 
cities it is a common thing for innocent 
citizens to have a pistol thrown into 
their face and their valuables taken. 
If this is not checked in some way, it 
will spread to the small towns and then 
into the rural districts. ‘The evil is 
growing at a rapid rate. Nobody 
knows when he will be shot down by 
some criminal who imagines he has a 
grievance. How long will the people 
of this country tolerate such a condi- 
tion. Is it. possible that there is no

will. We h®¥e outlawed strong drink, 
but the pistol is a worse enemy to 
human life than strong drink,, And 
when we outlawed strong drink, we did 
not practically vitiate the law by fur- 
nishing a license to sell it and drink it 
as in the case of firearms. How long 
will the press of Georgia remain silent 
on this question? Oh, that the min- 
isters of the gospel would speak out 
in no uncertain tones. We-can, we 
must do something to put a stop to the 
destruction of human life. 


HEALTH TALKS

INTRODUCING NATURE. 

As you have no doubt forgotten by 
this time, I aired my ignorance the 
other day—of course I do that more 
or less every day, but this particular 
occasion was in a discussion of in- 
testinal myxonecurosis, generally called 
mucous colitis but more accurately 
mucous colic—by suggesting practi- 
cally all of us have it more or less 
and that it 1s impossible to draw a 
sharp dividing line between norma!

WHY THE FREE SALE OF THE MAN-KILLING REVOLVER 
MUST BE STOPPED BY LAW.

There is no record at hand of how 
many pisols or revolvers are sold in 
the United States in a single year, 
but the arms-makers seem to have little 
difficulty in paying a satisfactory stock 
dividend, so it may be presumed they 
are finding a ready market.

The constitution of the United 
States insists that “‘the right of the| 
citizens to bear arms shall not be| 
abridged.” Every single possessor of 
a pistol regards that, it is to be pre-| 
sumed, as his warrant. An effort to| 
curtail the sale or possession of fire- 
arms is at once classed as a blow at 
“personal liberty.” Save the mark! 
Surely we must lack humor when we 
write large on our statute books the

Elijah, prophet of God, and reform- 
er, was in despair about conditions 
among hix people. “He had come to 
think that he alone stood for what 
was right, and that all was lost. It 
was then that he felt, heard and saw 
the earthquake, the crashing thunder, 
and the flashing lightning of the 
storm. But God, the remedy, was in 
none of these. In the quiet which 
followed came the “still small voice.” 
In it God spoke. 

And Elijah learned that he was not 
alone. 

The Reformer Peformed. 


Heeding the “still small voice” 
which called upon Elijah first of all 
to correct the wrong in his individual 
life, he went forth with others to re- 
move the evil, which was destroying 
his people. 

We need to take the same course. 

If we will, we, too, may bear the 
“still small voice” plainly saying: 

“This is the way. Walk ye in it.” 

The indications that we, as a peo- 
ple, and as individuals, will do ths 
are the most hopeful signs about the 
opening of the New Year in Georgia. 
Governor Walker has called a conven- 
tion, to which all Georgians are in- 
vited, to consider the lawlessness 
which is rife in the state. Ata recent 
meeting of prominent business men, 
|leaders in their particular lines in 
Atlanta. conditions believed by them 
to be alarming in Atlanta and Geor- 
gia were pointed out, and a commit- 
tee of five appointed to study the 
situation. <A like committee. already 
appointed hy the committee’ on 
church cooperation, as a result of 
the governor's invitation, will make a 
preliminary report at the committee's 
regular meeting next Monday. 


Up and Out. 

Can any doubt that we shall find 
the way up and out of the welter of 
murder, mob rule, bootlegging, flog- 
ging, theft and other crimes if we will 
fearlessly face the facts, and honestly 
heed. not the call of self-interest and 
political scheming. but the voice of 
conscience, the “still sfmall voice with- 
in?” 

Georgia 
lawlessneas. 
Every state in the union and the 
other countries of the world have been 
—they are. being swept by mounting 
waves of crime. The earth-wide ris- 
ing tide of lawlessness is as evident 
and as eloquent of the frightful 
abysses of depravity in mankind, and 
of the surging might of the powers of 
evil. as the tides sweeping in and 
flooding our “Marshes of Glynn” are 
evident, and are eloquent of the 
depths of the fathomless seas, and of 
the infinite powem the limitless love, 
and the eternal goodness of God. when 
looked upon through the eyes of Syd- 
nev Lanier. 

But, thank God, no one is seeking 
to defend conditions in our beloved 
“red old hills’ and pine-clad levels. 
which end in the “Marshes of 
Glynn,” by pointing to similar or 
worse conditions in other states and 
countries which God has not so richly 
blessed. 

We are facing the facts at home. 

And those facts, it seems to us, 
drive us back upon “the goodness of 
God.” who speaks to us through the 
“still small voice’ within the _ indi- 
vidual heart. 

The Only Way. 
Lawlessness will never he sfopped 
by the earthquake, crashing thunder 
and lightning of the law. 
Law-breakers should be brought be- 
fore the bar of justice and punished. 
But court sentences, even when they 
condemn the convicted man to serve in 
the chain-gang, or to hang, will never 
make an end of lawlessness. 

And self-appointed groups sitting in 
secret in judgment on_ individuals. 
however gross. their offense. only 
serve to increase the rising tide of 
crime. 

Nor will snooping around to dis- 
cover flaws in others than ourselves 
stem the growing flood, 

But. if every individual Georgian. 
hearing the “still small voice within” 
would honestly investigate his own 
individual life. his indivdual home. 
his individual work and business, and 
the organizations, social. civic, polit- 
ical, religious or other kind, to which 
he gives his support, and _ sincerely 
seek by the grace of God to rid each 
one of these of all that is wrong, 
Georgia would see an ebbing of the 
tide of lawlessness such as the world 
has never seen. 

Fveryone can do this. 

Each one can determine for him- 
self whether or not, directly or indi- 
rectly. he is contributing to the crime 
wave in our state, and can put a stop 
to it if he is. 

But for one who has not done this 
for himself to seek to help to check 
lawlessness in Georgia in this hour 
would be mockery or worse. 

God help us all to enthrone 
“still small voice within.”

Pictures of the Notre Dame-Leland 
Stanford game in Pasadena, Cal., were 
transmitted by the telepix to Chicago 
and New York for printing today in 
the formal inauguration of the opera- 
tion. 

The telepix machine will both send 
and receive pictures by telegraphic 
dots and dashes, requiring an hour to 
7) minutes to transmit an ordinary 
photograph. The number of tele- 
graphie signals required for one pie-

ture was said to be fewer than half the 
number of dots and dashes necessary to 
telegraph a 1,000-word news dispatch. 
According to its owners, the telepix 
IS easier to operate than a five-tube 
radio set and takes up less room. Only 
bad weuther, interrupting telegraph fa- 
cilities, can incapacitate the machine. 

The sending operator fixes to a drum 
a copper half tone plate made from a 
photograph. Where each of the thou- 
sands of dots appears on the plate, an 
electrical contact is established. On 
the receiving machine the transmitted 
dots are recorded on chemically-impreg- 
nated paper fastened to a_ similar 
drum. It telegraphs 40 dots a second. 

Laboratory and experimental work 
has ‘een done for a year and tests made 
of the telepix for the last two 
months, The Tribune says.
